tensive repair of the streets with 
gravel is an economical proposition. 
They point out that traffic conditions 
are much different here now than 
they wrere even three years ago. The 
establishment of market highways 
between Indianapolis and Louisville 
and Cincftiirati and Evansville through 
this city have resulted in hundreds 
of big trucks, heavily loaded coming 
here. 
(ouncilmen say that street 
building in the future must be made 
in accordance with the newr require 
merits and that gravel and even stone 
will not hold up long under the ad­ 
ditional traffic. 
Some of the streets are in such a 
deplorable condition that city officials 
have been concerned lest the motor 
fire truck would find passage impos­ 
sible. 
The metal has been cut so 
deep and the sand and mud have 
become so heavy on the surface that 
it is with difficulty that a team pulls 
an ordinary wagon through it. 
Mel­ 
vin J errell, fire chief, has given con­ 
siderable thought to the matter and 
has called the attention of the coun­ 
cil to the condition. 
It is said that some of the.coun- 
eilmen are in favor of buildjng per­ 
manent streets instead of trying to j 
rebuild graveled thoroughfares. Resi- \ 
dents on several streets have sug- I 
gested 
such 
improvement and 
the 
proposals 
will he given the 
early 
consideration of the (» ouncilmen. 
It j 
has been suggested that the streets : 
in the residential sections be limited 
in width, probably to tw enty-six or 
twenty-eight feet. 
B y doing this the
